Palm Paper. 



The dwarf palm, or palmetto, which 
grows wild on the hillsides of Algeria, 
is now being used for manufacturing 
paper. The fibre is remarkably strong, 
and every part, from the stalk to the 
topmost leaves yield fibre. The pliint^ 
are placed in a kind of cage, which is 
immersed in a boiler filled Avith a 
special lye, and heated. The fibre can 
then bo separated from tho softened 
skin and tissues. After being washed, 
rolled and combed repeatedly, accord- 
ing to the fineness of quality requir- 
ed, tho fibre is at last steeped in pure 
watw, and made into bundles for trans- 
port. The vegetable hair thus made 
is finer than any other known, and 
readily takes all dyes without requir- 
ing to be bleached. As the whole of 
the tjinnin is not extracted from the 
fibre iu the above process it does 
not readily decay, while it is at the 
same time aromatic and antiseptic in 
its nature.

George Peck, the father of the " bad 
boy," was in New York a few d.-iys ago. 
In tho ptist few years Peck has become 
one of tho most successful of professi- 
onal humorists. His income is said to 
be nearly $25,000 a year. In 1871 he 
was a reporter on the New York Her- 
ald, " several hundred dollars worse off 
than when he was dead broke." Ho 
loft New York with a resolve " never 
to come back until ho had accumulat- 
ed #13." Peck originated and grew up 
iu Wisconsin. With " Brick" Pome- 
roy he went to New Y^ork to start a 
Democratic paper. He was fortunate, 
losing but <(2,000 — all he had. how- 
ever. After reporting on the Herald a 
short timo he returned to Wisconsin, 
and, locating at La Crosse, started 
rctTk'sSuu, which has brought rays of 
brightness to many households on dark 
and gloomy days. Five years ago he re- 
moved to Milwaukee, and there he 
has mot with continnetl success. A 
friend to him told mo, a few days ago, 
that he owned the whole town. That 
is perfectly natural. It's a way wo 
editors have. The Sun consists most- 
ly of real and sparkling wit and 
humor. Peck did nearly all the edi- 
torial work himself. His expenses aie 
light .Hud profits large. Tho hu- 
morist is about 40 years of age, heavy 
set, and wears an immonso imperial. 
He has fitted up an elegant oHice, and 
has a beautiful home. He is very jkv 
pular, and esixjcially so with the rag- 
ged newsboys. Not long tigo he gave 
several hundred of them a banquet, 
and they in turn presenteil him with 
a pair of diamond cnff-bnttons.

The announcement that Rev. Job 
Turner would deliver a sermon in the 
sign language at Christ chnrch on 
Sunday night, brought out quite a 
large congregation. The delivery of the 
sermon and services was novel. The 
preacher used his hand to express the 
words, the gesticulation giving the 
proper emphasis as well as expression. 
Rev. Mr. Winn reading the service 
and sermon. 

The 29th verse of the 18th chapter 
of Isaiah was the text : " And in that 
day shall the deaf hear the words of 
the book, and the eyes of the blind 
shall see oat of obscarity and oat ol 
darkness." 

In those days deaf-mutes were ob- 
ject!* of ch.irity. They were regarded 
in early times as degraded creatures, 
bnt one of the commandments given 
to Moses was: "Thou shalt not curse 
the deaf, " There were deaf-mutes in the 
early ages of the world. They exist- 
ed in suflScient numbers to form a class 
1,500 years before Christ By man's 
fall sin entered into the world, but in 
that fall a hoj-)»> of redemption was 
given, and among the misfortunes 
thus created were deaf mutes. In this 
day, in blessed conformity to the 
prophecy of the great seer, efforts are 
made to enable the deaf mutes to bear 
the words of the great book. Centu- 
ries have passed, and it is shown that 
the prophecy was not to be a re- 
corded figure without fulfiUmeot. 
Throughout the civilized world, by 
means of education, tho words of the 
prophecy are being made true- 
Without education the mutes cannot 
know of Christiiinity. 

The preacher was a teacher in the 
Virginia Institute for thirty five years, 
and the mutes who entered there 
were ignorsint of God. 

There are .^OO deaf mute schools in 
the world. Three hundred of them 
are in Europe, and sixty of them are 
in our own land. It has been 130 
years since I'Epee invented a method 
of instructing the rautos. After his 
deaCb, the method was taken up and 
improved by others. This opene<i a 
world of light divine. Those men 
made life a joy. The fingers were 
made to perform the offices of a 
Bi)eechless tongue. Men learned the 
eloquence of gestures — the deaf mutM 
now hear the words of the precious 
Book of Life. The deaf and dumb 
may live in and around Cliristianity 
yet never know .anKht of it with- 
out education. When thirteen years 
of age, he was sent to school, and after 
going six years he had a call to the 
Virginia Institute, then abont to begin 
its operations. Before going to school, 
not even bis mother could give him 
any idea of (iod. and he was ignorant 
of His existence. He thought we 
simply died like animals. Now, from 
what was a wilderness of sorrow, there 
springs a fountain of happines|i. 

The last command of our Savionr 
was: "Go ye into tho land and 
preach !" How many deaf-mutes have 
been made to rejoice in the mercies of 
Him who uttered those words ! 

The speaker then drew a beautiful 
illustration of faith, as exemplified by 
a little deaf nnd dumb child on its 
dying bed. 

'In 1870 there were 16,000 deaf- 
mutes in the United States. Now 
there are 35,(K)0. And the aim of the 
mission is to reach every one of these 
and offer lo each the blessings vouch- 
safed by the l)ook of Christ

taken up for the deaf-mute mission.

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In Newark, N. J., a well organized 
plan for necuring fanda in aid of the 
Qsllaadet Memorial, baa been wrought 
oat by Mr. John Bennett. Those who 
were present at the meeting held foi 
the purpose of considering the matter, 
pledged themselves to contribute so 
much per month. Without doubt this 
is a guarantee of quite a large sum ere 
the centennial year of Gallaudet's 
birth has been reached. Other socie 
ties and organizations should do like- 
wise. Individuals, also, by a little 
•elf-deuial, could do quite an amount of 
good. The inveterate smoker might 
dispense with his regnlat cigar on 
stated days, and donate the amount to 
saved to the fund ; the tobacco chewer 
might chew one paper less of " fine 
cut" per week and hand the extra few 
cents to Treasurer Weeks ; the beer 
gnzzler and whiskey drinker could help 
himself and the fund at the same time, 
if be would " swear off " altogether, and 
give only a third of bis Ravings into 
the treasury. All deaf muteH can and 
should do something to help along so 
praiseworthy a project We would 
■oggeat, as a means of agitating the 
matter and placing it before the deaf- 
mute public in its proper light, that 
meetinjpi be called in every community 
wherein ten or more deaf-mutes reside, 
to discuss the project in all its bear- 
ings. Let some of onr educated mutes 
— those who are indebted to GdUaiidet 
for the system by which they have 
acquired knowledge and enlightenment 
— set a good example by stepping for- 
watd to shield his memory from neg- 
lect. 



American teacliers of deaf - mntcs, 
wonid teach articulate speech only in 
exceptional cases, and make free use 
of the sign or gesture language of 
deaf-mutes in explaining to them the 
written language of their daily lessons. 
The course which, with the approval 
of the Board, I have laid out for the 
school under my charge, is one plan- 
ned in recognition of what I consider 
to be the fact, that the reijpective 
merits of these different gystems is 
still unsettled," It is also suggested 
that three years be added to the term 
of schooling now allowed by the State. 
The report earnestly advocates the 
teaching of trades to tlie pupils, as n 
means of making deaf-mutes " pro- 
ducers instead of consumers — a bene- 
fit to the community instsad of a 
burden upon it."

lie had been deaf from the age of 
seven, and, although he retained the 
full use of speech mentally and orally, 
he was therefore classed with deaf- 
mutes and sliared their limited life. 

He road widely, but especially the 
word of Go<l. Christian worship and 
the Holy Communion wen) his chi<;f 
d«li((ht. Ho was contented to be 
obscure, and a grace rarely |)OSses.'(e<1, 
bo performed otmcnrist duties, not less 
than those more important, thoroughly 
and without evasion or disgust. He 
' 1 a life active, arduous, discreet, 
'.implaining. His most familiar 
friend was Hixl, his Maker. In nature 
he saw consciously and delighte<l his 
Heavenly Father's will, and in men 
mainly tlieir Maker's image, though 
Ha<lly marred. He loved to make men 
better for the Maker's sake. Entirely 
poor himself, be gave without ostenta- 
tion or mention nearly all the earnings 
of his daily toil for the relief of those 
more destitute than himself. His in 
spirit was the charity of the widow in 
the temple, while in fact its actual 
amount classed bim with our larger 
givers. 

He met his untimely death in his 
sixtieth year, with exalted hope and

MITTrK TO THE SCHOOL AT KHKDKRICK. 



FnKDKiiicK, Ml)., Fob. 22. — Tho leg- 
islative commilteo on jiublic institu- 
tions, comprising Delegates OlTutt, 
chairman j Virtue, MctJusker, Greaves, 
Clark, Keller, Speiohor, Morrison ami 
Keefor, and Senators Menrns, War- 
field, Alhm and BowIuh, paid a visit 
to the Maryland School for tho Deaf 
and Dumb hero today. They were 
met and shown through tho institu- 
tion by Wm. R. Barry, vice presidimt ; 
John H. Williams, treasurer ; II. ('lay 
Naill, secretary ; Dr. Fairfax Scliloy 
and W. II. Falconer, of the executive 
committee, and George Markell, of 
tho board of visitors, and Prof. Chas. 
W. Ely, principal. 

Tho mutes, numbering 98, from all 
parts of tho State, and mostly chil- 
dren of tender age, gave tho committeo 
an exhibition of how they had progress- 
ed in their studies uii<ler I'rof. lOly 
and his corps of teachers. Articulation 
was demonstrated, Prof. Ely stating 
that they tried all the children in the 
articulation class, only leaving I hem 
oul of that branch of iiiHtruction wIk'Ii 
it was demonstrated tln^ir case was 
hopeless in that direction. The chil- 
dren arc^ fully ca])abl(> of following tho 
instruclrcHsos by means of the motion 
of tho lii)S. Examples in history and 
arithmetie were written oul on tho 
blackboards by the pupils, and when 
the maps were produced, they 
never failed to point any country, 
State, city or river, indicated by the 
committee through tho instrnctress, ex- 
cept when the member from Baltimore 
county asked to have tlu^ "belt" point- 
ed out. This llioy could not do, which 
was not considered as a bad mark 
against them, nianv more fortunate 
persons having failed to discover 
where tho city of Baltimore ends and 
the county hcgins. Several of the 
jiupils, by meauH of the sign alphabet, 
motions and facial expression, recited 
anecdotes which were interpreted to 
the committee by Prof. Ely. Sonio of 
them were very amusing. The commit- 
tee inspected the buildings thoroughly, 
including tho carpenter shop, where 
some of the elder boys aro taught 
tho trade, the shoo shop, the millinery 
<lepartment, where the larger girls aro 
learned sewing, dressmaking, etc. 
They were very well pleased with the 
visit. Vice President Barry, before 
tho committoi' left, inipressoil upon 
them earnestly that the place was in 
no manner an asylum, but a si^hool 
which was supported by the State, 
and to which all deaf-mutes wore ad- 
mitted, either at the exponso of the 
State or of their parents or friends. 
There were some twenty-eight more 
in the State, and the managers were 
anxious to get their parents to allow 
them to come to siiliool. The insti- 
tution is asking the usual appropria- 
tion — $25,0UI) nor annum. Tho Com 
mitteo, before leaving Kredeiick, had 
an opportunity to view the carnival 
procession. — liaUivwre Sun.

THE ATHLETIC EXHIBITION.

Some three weeks ago, .as we re- 
marked in !i former letter. Mechanics, 
the last scion of "the great family of 
Matthew Maticks," as "Josh Billings " 
has it, with whom '85 had to contend,

Deuf-lMutea. 

(From Out Malone Palladium.) 
While in Malone a few days 



ago, 
Rev. "^rhoinas Gallandet, D.D, of 
New York — who has been for 40 years 
A worker among the deaf mules of this 
State, first as a teacher in one of tin- 
educational institutions established for 
them, and Iat<'r as the promoter of 
their well-being in all possible way^ — 
imparted to us some very interesting 
information concerning tlio sign lan- 
guage. The use of the alphabet with 
uneducated deaf-mutes, is of course as 
impossible as writing is with the man 
who never learned his letters. It is 
also too cumbrous and slow for ordi 
nary use, even among the educated. 
Accordingly a system of signs — num- 
bering several thousand, some of which 
seem somewhat arbitrary, althon^ii 
there is more or less basis of philosophy 
lo all of them — has been invented and 
is now ill general use. These signs 
generally convey ideas without any 
yary close allention to the laws of the 
English language, and while some of 
them are very simple, and capable of 
immediate interpretation by anybody, 
others seem complex and are very in 
genioas. Thus the closed hand re- 
presents the earth. The letter N, made 
with two fingers of the other hand, laid 
on this symbol slgnitie-i a nation. Tlio 
passing of the closed hand around the 
other hand, open, means a year ; then 
the number of years is indie ited by 
holding up one, two, five, or as many 
fingers as it m-ty be desired to indicate. 
The ordinary salutation among men. 
"I am glad to see you," is given by 
deaf-mules to each other thus : The man 
points first to himself, then to his eyes, 
next to the person he is saluting, and 
finishes by placing his hand over his 
heart. A single motion of th§ hand 
signifies mountains, another trees, a 
third rivers, and so on. If any parti- 
cular mountain or river is referred to, 
the alphabet has to be used to spell its 
proper name. The raising of one hand 
to the forehead as if to remove, the hat 
signifies a male being, and youth or 
age is indicated by marking tlie height 
of the person referre<l to. A f<;male is 
signified by drawing the tliumb from 
the U>\y of the ear down the side of the 
face to below the jaw. These signs are 
fixed upon to represent sex, because the 
first is a natural symbol that the being 
referred to wore a hat, and was there 
fore a man ; the second is symbolic of 
bonnet strings, and therefore of wo 
mill. .Joy is beating the heart, and 
sorrow a grinding motion with the 
hand about the heart. All intellectual 
signs are made about the forehead. 
A thousand similar signs might be 
described aii'l the reasons for them 
stated. The rapidity with which they 
are made is wonderful, f.nd also the 
clear and minute information that can 
be conveyed by them. The sermon 
which would require half an hour for 
oral delivery can be imparted to deaf 
mules by signs in about the same time. 
If the project for a deaf mute school 
hero succeeds, we will all wanttojearn 
more about this sign language. 



I spent about one month in New Or 
leans, to some extent very pleasantly. 
It is not, however, a city which strikes 
you very favorably at first. It is such 
a patchwork of sqiialidity and Inxury, 
unsightly negro cabins, where small- 
pox harbors on the same Idock with 
hliowy residen' 'is set in gardens of 
flowering shrnb;>.'' .t.d then the hor- 
rible green mould that settles on 
everyttiing in outdoor corners where 
the sun cannot get, and the smell of 
milrlew and damp in every room where 
there is not frequently a fire ! The 
river being higher than the ground the 
city is built on, .accounts for this. How- 
ever this is the city proper. In what 
is (Milled the garden district, every- 
thing breathes of sunshine and sum- 
mer, and it is indeed a treat to ride 
through it. Its special charm is that 
of variety ; no two houses or gardens 
being alike. 

It was <vell worth a longer journey 
than that which I had taken to bo in 
New Orleans during carnival season. 
The sight is truly a wonderful one, 
never lo l)e forgotten. The thousands 
of strangers who pour into the city 
from all directions and crowd the 
promenade on Canal street, carnival 
iifternooifs ; tht .':»ry~Iike processions 
by day and by light which pass amid 
^uch mnltitn(l(!8 as I have never seen 
leathered elsowliere, lining the streets, 
the doors, windows, balconies, roofs 
and every available place for miles 
along the route. The numerous balls 
every night and the splendid winding 
up of it, all make it like an Arabian 
night's dream. 

When this was over, I wedt by rail 
to Morgiin City, formerly called Brash 
er City, until the Morgan RR. made it 
>i condition of buying the site of their 
buildings from the heirs of old Dr. 
Brasher that it should be calle<l as 
above. It is beautifully situitod on 
Berwick IJay, 2.T miles from the Gulf 
of Mexico, and \* linked to its si.ater 
town, Berwick City, immediately op- 
posite, by a fine railroad bridge. I 
think it has the finest situation for a 
city of any tow"^ iu Louisiana, and 
certainly it would be in the shoes of 
New Orleans if the fitness of things 
were considered. After a most jileas- 
ant visit with friends at JVf organ City,

I took pasK.ago on a little freight steam- 
er, and after seeing the cx;lebratedTeche 
region, crossed two great "bayous," as 
these inland seas in the interior of 
lionisiana are called, and after nearly 
three days' steaming (the latter part of 
the trip np Biyoa Vermilion being be 
Iween l>ankM so nearly meeting that if 
our lives had depended on it we couldn't 
possibly have turned around in the 
stream, a* the boat would have struck 
lengthways between the two shores) 
we lamled at Abbeville and were wel 
corned by fiiendf*. It is a little place 
in Vermilion Parish. Here, away up 
io the interior, was the place in which 
to see the real country life of the South. 
Here, arb tho fan.crie prairies and 
savannahs of Louisiana, inhabited 
mostly by the descendants of theFrench 
Acadians who were driven out of Nova 
Seotia, or " hijins" as they are properly 
called, and French Creoles. I cannot 
stop to discuss the difference between 
" liijins" and Creoles, but it is quite dis 
tinctly raarke<l in every respect, even 
to the dialect H|)oken. I returned^ to 
New Orleans by rail through New 
Iberia and Franklin, two of the pret- 
tiest towns in this part of Louisiana. 
Of course we passed through many 
others of less note, but in trhese two 
only I slopped for a short lime, in 
Franklin, accepting the hospitality of 
friend". Reaching New Orleans, I took 
a steamer across Lake Ponchartrain, a 
delightful sea trip, and up the Tctie 
functa River, which empties into the 
lake. This is one of the most beauti 
ful rivers I ever cw-. Its deep, deep 
waters, are like smooth green glass, 
and the most riotous foliage and shrub 
bery fringe it on either side. Farther 
back there are vast pine forests, for this 
is tho tnrpentine region of Louisiana. 
My brother has bis own landing on the 
river, find at his place, a quarter ol a 
mile from the water, in the very heart 
of the pine forests, I passed delightful 
days that were like dreams. A place 
more entirely out of the worM is not 
to be imagined. But all good times 
must come \/o an end. and so one morn- 
ing early I was at the landing and 
signalled the little stetjmer, which we 
heard pntfing and choo-ing just above, 
though concealed by a bond in the 
river. Back in New Orleans once 
more, we took tickets via the "great 
Jackson route," or Illinois C<;ntral, but 
this time for St. lionis. I am in floiibt 
as lo wheliicv I n'Aould call the Illinois 
Central a well managed or a lucky 
road, but on reflection I think it is both. 
The pleasantest of conductors and 
porters on the sleeping car, and not 
tho slightest incident to mar the 
pleasure and the safety of the trip— 
the shortest that conhl possibly be made 
In-tween New Orleans and Ht. Louis, 
wiih not a single change during the 
two days and one night in the cars. 
Travelling could not be easier than 
this. The country through which the 
road passes to St Louis is diversified 
and interesting, and everything is just 
right for the enj<»yment id the round 
trip. I lived in .St, Lonis once, as a 
child and in eariy girlhoo«l. I know 
its streets well. I grew up there, but 
the St. Louis of to day is not the St. 
Louis that I lived in. That wonder- 
ful bridge has been built, over which 
you ii\>\)ruiir ; it;, great depot 

makes yon l / ■ must be in tbe 

Grand (jentrai dep<»t at New York. 
During the month I spent there, I 
hunted vainly for old landmarks. 
The big "mound," from which the 
city takes its name of the " Mound 
city; " the big mound which I have so 
ofien climbed, was gone. On every 
side tbe city had stretched itself 



out. What were once its limits are 
now no longer recoginzable, swallowed 
up in street on streels, of buildings 
stretching away into tho dist.ance. Bnt 
in my time it was a clean city. Now it 
has become f> great manufacturing 
town, a constant smoke cloud hangs 
over it, and is nearly as dingy asPitts- 
burgh. But it is a great city, and 
is constantly growing into wealth and 
in refinement. Too soon, indeed, the 
month among the kindest, most atten- 
tive friends was over, and I found my- 
self standing on the deck of the steam 
boat City of St. Louis, of thoHt. Louis 
and New Orleans Anchor Line, waving 
adieu to my friends who stood upon 
the fast receding levee. The name, 
floating palace, never was so appro 
priately applied to anything that navi- 
gates the water. If you walked ten 
times from front to stern of the boat, 
you had walked a mile. She is ninety 
feet across. 

She had been launched six months 
before, consequently was as new and 
fresh as a flower. In the finishing oflf 
and fitting up, the upholstering, etc., 
nothing could be more perfect. All 
the appointments were those of a first- 
class hotel, and the state rooms were 
more like rooms in a hotel than any- 
thing of the kind ever seen in a boat 
before. The room I had contained a 
good sized double bod, with a spring 
mattress and fine hangings, also award- 
robe with a full length mirror by way 
of a door, a toilet stand, chairs, and 
rocking chair, and plenty of room for 
my trunk, a beautiful carpet on the 
floor, and all the furniture and uphol- 
lAering of tbe best. 

An old friend. Captain .John W. Car 
roll, who is the St. Louis agent of 
this lino, took me on board and show- 
ed me over the entire boat. The bar 
ber shop was remarkably fine in its 
appoitrtmenls, and the kilclun and 
pantry perhaps in their way. The 
master was (^apt. Dan. Able, of St. 
Louis, with a very gentlemanly corps 
of assistants, and every body, from the 
captain down to the colored waiters, 
seemed trying to make us feel we were 
at home. I think I never saw such 
perfect discipline before. Everything 
went on clock work, so quietly and 
pleasantly. 

That trip down the Mississippi is 
one lo be remembere<l — slow ami 
leisurely it was indeed, for we put off 
a great deal of freight and very often — 
but I grew tired of it, though we w«re 
just one week making New Orleans. 
There is a gradual but continual change 
of scenery along the shores, as the 
climate becomes more tropical. In 
succession, all the principal southern 
river towns wore touched at, including 
Vicksburg, Natchez, Memphis, Baton 
Rouge, with a host of smaller fry. 

The interest was kept up by the fre- 
quent landings and gelling off again. 
It was with real regret that I left my 
temporary home on the City of St. 
Lonis, and changed to more contracted 
quarters on a steamer Ixmiid for New 
York. This also was a jileasant trip, 
the sea air so bracing, ami among the 
passengers a very pleasant feeling of 
sociability was paramount. If I only 
could have gone to New York on the 
City of St. Louip, I should have thought 
things were perfect. 

But you can never meet with that 
inexplicable bon hommie, that devotion 
to your comfort, that making yon at 
home, on any craft but a Mississippi 
River floating palace? We were six 
days out, and then New York city 
came in sight. From the steamer I 
changed to an Albany boat, thence 
next morning lo the cars, and then we 
came to Aurora — the drive np the well- 
known hill, and at last my home of 
Four Maples welcomed mo back again, 
after a pleasuret rip which, I think, 
those wlio have read my letter will 
agree with me was worth taking.

"Diamondg are comparutivcly cheap 
nowiwhiyK," a rock drill miinnfacturer 
said, "and tlio diainotid-drilU do not 
cost as rniioli as they did. 

"Are genuine dianioiidn nsed in these 
drills, or arc tlicy called diatDond-diills 
JK-canso tho slocf lias anoxtrcmcly hard 
temper ?" tho reporter asked, 

"Diamonds are nsed in tlie ilrills. 
They are chiefly one and two carat 
stones. At present they cosi about $20 
a carat They are in the rough. The 
diamond set-bit is hollow. It is a steel 
thimble, having three rows of dia- 
mon<l8 imbedded in it, so that the edges 
of tliose in one row project from its 
face, while tho ed;^e« of those in tho 
other two rows project from the outer 
and inner periphorv respectively. The 
diamonds of the first mentioned row 
cut the path of the drill in its forward 
progroRH, while thom on tho outer and 
inner peiipheiy of tho tool enlarge the 
cavity." 

"How are the ditttnonda set in 
them ?" 

"Tho bit is of goffc steel, in which 
holes are drilled. After the diamonds 
are fitted, the metal is hammered 
against them so that they remain firm. 

"Do the diamonds wear out ?" 

"Tlieir edges, which come in con 
tract with the rock, get a lit>.lo smooth, 
and then they are Uiken out luid re- 
set, HO that a fresli edge is presented." 

"Have all the hollow drilU three 
rows of diamondg ?" 

"No. Homo have only one row, but 
these are not very large. The dia- 
monds stand out from the steol sotting, 
so that the stool docs not come in con- 
tact with the rock. 

"HoVare the diamond drills work- 
ed ?" 

" By a rapid rotjition, varying any- 
where from 400 to a 1,000 rovolutions 
a minute. There are diflerent ma- 
chines used for difierent kinds of drill- 
ing. — Now York ,Sun.
